Dear Mr. Reilly: 

In your phone reply the next day, to my letter of March 30 
regarding having negatives of the two sets of D&H Railroad maps 
scanned on to photo CD's, we agreed that you would start by 
producing the two Master CD's and one copy of each. 

The two sets of negatives are enclosed. They should be scanned 
onto two CD's with the title page first and the 16 (or 23) maps in 
numerical order. The map numbers are either in the top left or 
right of the map. The maps are in the proper order and 
orientation in the boxes, but please check as you go. (Note that, 
as far as map orientation is concerned, there is no systematic 
placement in the envelopes, nor reference to the film notches.) 

Mary Ann Moran, of the Lackawanna Historical Society, will send 
you either a purchase order or check (probably the latter) to 
cover the $602.55 cost of the Master CD's. The tax-exempt 
.information should be included; if not I'll get to you later. 

My check for $228.27 to cover the cost of the duplicate CD's 
($215.35 + $12.92 tax) is enclosed. 


You can hold onto the CD's until we send the order for additional 
duplicates. We will want at least four duplicates; five if NPS 
pays.

On the anniversary of one's date-of-hire it is, I think, important to evaluate 
carefully the environment where one spends 40 hours every week. 

I began working at ICS on March 27, 1995. In recent days, therefore, I have 
performed my annual environmental review of 925 Oak Street (HLD) and 
have come to the conclusion that HLD is no longer an environment in which 
I am willing to foil. I will, therefore, fold my tent and silently steal away. 1 

My resignation 2 will become effective tomorrow, March 31, 2000. To resign 
from a full-time job in corporate America without having another job lined 
up is, of course, a risky thing to do—especially for someone of my 
"advanced" age. But leave I will. 

The only really difficult part about leaving Product Development for me will 
be that I will not have the pleasure of your company on a daily basis as we 
all make our way through life. 

In casting myself adrift, as I now do by resigning, it's difficult for me not to 
think about (1) a wonderful observation by Thomas Szasz about boats and 
courage and (2) the final lines of Tennyson's Ulysses. 

In 1973, in The Second Sin, "Personal Conduct, Thomas Szasz observed: 
"Men are afraid to rock the boat in which they hope to drift safely through 
life’s currents, when, actually, the boat is stuck on a sandbar. They would 
be better off to rock the boat and try to shake it loose, or, better still, jump 
in the water and swim for the shore." 

Alfred, Lord Tennyson's poem Ulysses takes place after Ulysses has 
returned from the Trojan War and after he has had time to grow bored with 
peace, Penelope, and politics. Here are the final 15 lines of the poem, in 
which Ulysses speaks to the mariners with whom he fought at Troy, 
mariners who, like Ulysses, are not as young as they once were:

I just opened and read your farewell letter late last night (Friday). Now I 
see what you meant when you said that that Mark Twain quote "fit so well.” By 
selecting it, I thought I was just echoing what you said were Jim Shemanski's 
sentiments. (I had no idea I was being so prescient with that maritime 
imagery.) 


But if with that quote I unknowingly complemented what you wrote at one point 
in your letter, I'm afraid I ignorantly wrecked what you wrote at another: you 
didn't "steal away" quite so silently with that raucous rooster chorus 
blasting out of my speakers ! ; ) 


Anyway, I hope you're doing well, and I thought I would write to try to 
continue my cyber-tutoring. (Or is this cyber-harassment at this point?) 


Some computer technology visionaries speculate about a future when computer 
users won't need to rely on their own personal machines to put the Internet to 
use. Instead, they'll access information from computer "appliances" sprinkled 
throughout their worlds. No one will own a PC anymore. Instead, everyone will 
use the Internet itself as his or her computer (accessed through public 
"portals" in libraries, waiting rooms, MAC machines, phone booths, and so on) . 
The portals will become as commonplace as vending machines or U.S. Mail boxes. 
Cetting to one's e-mail or visiting and updating Web pages will thus become as 
routine and easily done as getting water from a public water fountain or 
mailing a U.S. Postal Service letter 


So guess what? Do you know what that makes you? That makes you a pioneer at 
the forefront of a burgeoning technological and sociological revolution! Freed 
from the moorings of your machine at work and with no computer at home, you no 
longer have a C drive. You now need to make the entire Internet your harbor. 


Regarding this, here are four goals you may want to achieve within the next 
couple months. 


The first thing you should do is open an e-mail account at Yahoo. Just go to 
http: //www. yahoo, com/ and look for an e-mail or mail icon and sign up. The 
name srobert may not be available, but there's a good chance you can get 
"srobertpowell3vahoo.com." 


Why change? Why not just stick with "srobertpowell

You know that I have Juno accounts—Johnny Socko and so forth. I spent this 
morning poking around my Juno Web mail end mailing myself test messages to my 
e-mail accounts at Juno, Yahoo, and this USA.net. Let me just sum up what I've 
learned: 

Juno = Bad 

Yahoo = Good 

This USA.net account that I'm mailing from offers more storage space than 
Yahoo, which is the only reason I use mr.warner@usa. net . However, the Yahoo 
interface is designed to run much faster than USA.net's, and Yahoo is more 
reliable than USA.net (much more reliable than Juno). 

If you switch, you will be glad you did. (On the other hand, if you don't 
switch, you probably won't realize what you're missing.) 

Please consider getting a Yahoo account, and then e-mailing every address you 
have to alert people of your change from Juno to Yahoo. You don't need to drop 
your Juno account right away (or ever, for that matter), but I assure you that 
the sooner you start weaning people in your mailing list away from Juno, the 
better off you will be. 

You don't need to take my word for it. Go to Yahoo and open an account. Look 
up answers to some Help questions, and e-mail some test messages (with 
attachments) to your Juno account. Look at some of the Yahoo mail features. 
Note how you can, for example, have your incoming Yahoo mail automatically 
forwarded to another e-mail address (I've found that this feature comes in 
quite handy) . Now, go to your Juno Web account and prowl around its features 
and its Help desk. See if you can open those attachments you mailed yourself 
from Yahoo. I couldn't open the rooster.wav (the crowing chorus) I e-mailed to 
my Juno account. The other on-line e-mail programs, however, had no problem 
with it. I couldn't even find out how much space I'm allowed on the Juno Web 
mail servers and the size restrictions on Juno attachments because the Juno 
Help Desk was too buggy! 

I expect that Juno will always be several steps behind Yahoo in terms of 
quality and service. Especially if you don't have your own computer and may 
thus need to rely on your on-line e-mail folders for storing and retrieving 
information, Yahoo is a much better bet than Juno. 

Your second goal as a free-ranging cyber-chicken is to open a FreeDrive 
account. 

http: //www. freedrive. com/ 

This account will give you space on the Internet that you can use to, for 
instance, collect and store pictures and sound files and so forth that you 
might want to use on a Web page at some point in time or e-mail to people or 
just have handy. You can even store back-up copies of all the files that 
comprise your Web site. Essentially, it's a 50-megabyte warehous of space 
that you can use just like a C-drive folder except that you'll be able to 
access this folder from any computer that's hookec up to the Internet. You can 
even set things up at FreeDrive so you can easily share stored information 
with selected people. 

Your third goal is to be a real pioneer because *1* haven't even tried this 
next one out yet. When I had signed up for my FreeDrive several months ago, I 
must have said it's OK for then to e-mail me info, about my account and aoout 
anything that might interest someone who is looking to make the leap you've 
made in terms of abandoning the personal computer and existing solely on the 
Internet. Because, yesterday, FreeDrive e-mailed me a message announcing a new

As you are aware, Lackawanna County received $685,860 in enhancement 
funds to distribute among eight applicants who had requested a total of $9,091,316 in 
federal funds. Even after the applications were broken out by phases, the requests for 
Phase 1 alone totaled $3,190,060. The Lackawanna County Commissioners 
recognized the significance of the projects submitted for funding and directed the 
planning commission to find a way to obtain additional funding for Phase 1. 

The LCRPC, in conjunction with the Luzerne County Planning Commission, 
made a motion at the February 18 th Lackawanna/Luzeme Transportation Study 
(LLTS) Meeting to fund the Phase 1 portions of the projects using a combination of 
enhancement funds and highway funds from the 2001-2004 Transportation 
Improvement Program (TIP). The final decision on the use of these additional funds 
from the TIP will be made by the Pennsylvania Department of Transportation's 
Central Office in Harrisburg. If the proposal is accepted the additional funding would 
become available after October 1 st of this year. Please note the use of highway funds 
from the TIP for enhancement projects has never been done before in the state. We 
are breakin w ground, and it is possible that even if funding is approved for this 
year it may jI be an option in the future. Also, this additional funding is for Phase 1 
of your request only. You will still need to apply for additional phases in future 
years. 


You previously received a memo dated February 4 th from the Luzerne 
County Planning Commission outlining the Transportation Advisory Committee’s 
(TAC) award recommendations to the LLTS. In order to award the enhancement 
funds with the additional highway funds, the LLTS revised the TAC 
recommendations to allocate both enhancement and TIP funds to all projects. This 
has allowed funding nearly all of the Phase 1 portions of projects and in some cases 
the entire project. 


Attached you will finds the breakouts for each project using both 
Enhancement and TIP funding which is different from the amounts shown in the 
February 4 lh memo.

As you probably know, Bart has thrown his hat into the APA ring as a 
candidate for president. Here is a copy of the e-mail that I sent Bart 
yesterday:

Bart: 

I am VERY pleased to learn that you are a candidate for the presidency of 
the APA. Yes, you have my wholehearted support. 

It would be interesting to see the complete list of candidates for all of the 
districts and for vice-president. 

The question that comes to my mind as I type this is: "What has to be 
done/what do we have to do to get the average APA member who lives in 
Nebraska (for example, or Rhode Island or Arkansas or anywhere else i to 
vote for Bart Pals in the upcoming election?" My guess is that most 
members of the APA have no idea who the current president is. Mr. Malone 
is well known in Texas and in the inner circles of the APA, but there are a 
heck of a lot of APA members out there who don't know him from Adam.

You have name recognition, because of your many articles in "Poultry 
Press" and in the yearbooks.

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Visit Carbondale’s Up-to-Date Library

As a part of the Lackawanna County Library System (LCLS), the 
Carbondale Public Library has a wide range of traditional and on¬ 
line services now available to library card holders. By presenting 
your card at the Carbondale Library or at any of the other 10 
libraries in the county system, you can check out books, 
periodicals, videos, cassettes, talking books, and CD’s. With your 
library card, you can also use the three public computers, with 
Internet access, that are available for library patrons. 

The Carbondale Public Library also has a genealogy room that is 
equipped with a microfilm reader/printer. Most of the newspapers 
published in Carbondale during the past 170 years are available on 
microfilm. The Library also has a good collection of Carbondale 
city directories. 

In addition, there are many new services which, if you have access 
to the Internet, you can use without ever leaving home. Just go to 
the library’s homepage at www.albright.org/lcls . To search the 
card catalog, click on “Search our county-wide library catalog.” 

If you discover that the item that you’d like to borrow from the 
library is checked out or is located in another library in the county, 
you can now, through the Web, place a “hold” on that item when it 
is returned to the library and have that item sent to the Carbondale 
library when it is returned to the system. In the near future, an e- 
mail ho'd notification system will be fully operational and you’ll 
be notified by e-mail that the item on which you have placed a 
hold is now available and ready to be picked up. 

Here’s how to place a hold. After doing a search of the catalog, 
view the complete record for the desired item. Click on “Request” 
and select “Place a Hold.” You’ll be asked for your user ID, which 


is the 14-digit number on the back of your library card, and your 4- 
digit PIN number (which you were assigned when you signed up 
for a library card). If you don’t remember your PIN number or if 
you want to change your PIN number, call your local library. A list 
of all libraries in the LCLS is available on the system’s webpage. 
When placing a hold, be sure you specify the library where you’d 
like to pick up the item when it becomes available. 

You can also renew any items that you may have out of the library 
through the LCLS webpage, www.albright.org/lcls . Go there, and 
first click on “User Service” and then “Renew Items.” 

Through the LCLS webpage, you can also access hundreds of full- 
text periodicals on line. Your LCLS library card, via Access 
Pennsylvania Power Library, links you to full-text databases like 
EBSCOhost and SIRS Discoverer and Grolier 
Multimedia/Americana. 

If you have items out of the library and you forget when they are 
due back, you can also check your own record from the Web. 

If you re doing research on the Internet and you need assistance in 
getting organized, go to the library’s homepage and click on 
“Links to Other Web Sites” and you will see a list of relevant Web 
sites organized by subject, including Websites of local interest. 

These are just some of the traditional and on-line services now 
available at the Carbondale Public Library and the other 10 
libraries in the Lackawanna County Library System. 

The Library Director of the Carbondale facility is Anne Muldoon. 
Staff members are Joan Cosgrove, Marie Zaceone, Jean Castles, 
Frances Grecco, Dorothy Keating, Dorothy Peduto, and Francis 
Samoski. Two community volunteers, Louise Anderson and Lois

Community Programs. On May 31 st , Joseph Grandinetti, will present a 
program on “Our Italian Heritage” in the Carbondale Library. This program 
is co-sponsored by the Library and UNICO, and will be free of charge. This 
will be the inaugural program in the Library’s 2000 series of community 
programs. A program on the churches of the community will take place in 
October. Kathryn Race suggested that a tea could be held at the Library. A 
special attraction of the tea could be the viewing of the videotape of the 
Martha Stewart Living program during which Library board member S. 
Robert Powell hosts a visit by Martha Stewart to the annual poultry show of 
the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club in Bloomsburg. The 30-minute 
program has been broadcast nationally several times in recent years. 
Observations/comments from Nick Mattise, Jr. Mr. Mattise asked what 
percentage of the residents of Jermyn had Library cards for the County 
system. He also wondered how much the residents of Jermyn gave to the 
Library during the annual fund drive. The Library Director reported that 
those data were not immediately available Mr Mattise reported that the 
borough of Jermyn made $14,000 on their centennial ad book.

Building Committee. Kathryn Race said that the periwinkle in the planted 
area around the Library should be cleaned up. “There’s lots of little papers 
and litter buried under the leaves,” said Kathryn. Nick Mattise said that the 
clean up of the periwinkle might be a good project for the Boy Scouts to get 



involved in. “The front door has been fixed,” said the Library Director. “But

Writing English by Ear 

Using language only heard, not seen, for all intensive purposes means guessing.

P eople probably don’t spell 

much worse, on average, than 
they ever did, and El Nino 
can’t be blamed for causing mass 
mangling of everything from 
idiomatic expressions to professional 
jargon. But the fact is that people 
nowadays absorb most of their lan¬ 
guage through their ears—a fact that 
has consequences for editors and for 
the quality of published writing. 

Increasingly, education and enter¬ 
tainment come from visual and 
aural media instead of from reading. 
To the majority of Americans, “the 
news” means not the evening paper 
but the evening television broadcast. 
(Television is more heard than 
viewed, so the spelled-out phrases on 
the screen don’t help much—and 
they’re riddled with typos.) 

This trend means that people who 
learn English almost exclusively by 
ear won’t learn how to spell it or use 
it correctly. They won’t know what 
they’re missing, either, if they rarely 
read formal English that’s been 
edited to fix general goofiness. 


And eventually some of these peo¬ 
ple are going to become writers who 
have good ideas and enjoy express¬ 
ing themselves but don’t necessarily 
use language properly or spell every¬ 
thing perfecdy. 

There’s even a mini-trend in book 
publishing toward writing guides for 
people who fear and dread English 
grammar but who want to work for 
or are already employed by print and 
new media publishers. Editors of 20 
years’ standing may find themselves 
almost apologizing for the existence 
of annoying rules that beginners 
have never heard of. 

Decrying the trend won’t help. 
There’s no use wishing that your 
favorite college senior would read 
more classics and watch fewer 
movies. I can testify that those of us 
who teach university courses do our 
best to show students why correct 
spelling and usage matter—they 
make messages recognizable—but 
there are students of all ages who 
don’t always... listen. 


Tin cans, strings, and 
obfuzzeation 

Remember the way kids once sent 
messages through tin cans con¬ 
nected by string? They had to use 
contextual clues to make sense of 
distortions and fragments of speech 
patterns—not so much reading be¬ 
tween the linesas rending sense into 
them. That’s the same way nonread¬ 
ing listeners guess at orthography, 
which is “the art...of correct spelling 
according to established usage” 
and “a method of representing the 
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Rare Semicolons, Good Editors, Evil Managers

know that it’s correct to use 
cither an cm dash or a colon to 
set off a phrase or clause that 
follows a main clause. But could you 
give me a hard-and-fast rule about 
when to use a semicolon versus an 
em dash to join two clauses? It 
seems like more em dashes are used 
these days in place of semicolons. 

The Eye replies: A good discussion 
of such distinctions can be found 
in the New York Public Library 
Writer's Guide to Style and Usage, 
written by EEI Communications 
editors. The semicolon, unlike the 
colon or em dash, equally weights 
the two clauses it joins. It creates 
an alignment of two grammatically 
independent but syntactically 
related clauses. Neither clause is 
emphasized; each needs the other 
for full meaning, though. 

The em dash is more dramatic 
and (not coincidentally) considered 
more informal, highlighting the 
material that follows it—the end of a 
sentence is a position of emphasis. 
An em dash can set material off 
either as a significant aside or as 
a key point. The writer decides 
whether the second clause should 
be weighted as more or less impor¬ 
tant than the first one. 

We agree with you that people 
seem to shy away from using semi¬ 
colons between clauses. Sentences 
set up with two strong halves are 
more likely to be created by stylists 
who consciously care for cadence 
and inflection. Most of us tend to 
use a period to keep sentences to 
one main thought—probably not a 


bad idea most of the time. But 
sometimes the semicolon comes in 
handy; it’s half of a one-two punch, 
and we should remember that 
it’s available. 

From S. Robert Powell, editor, ICS 
Learning Systems, Scranton, PA: 

s to whether editorial contri¬ 
butions matter (Eye to Eye, 
February 1998): They do. 
When a text leaves an editor, it is 
(hopefully) clear, concise, and read¬ 
able. In most cases, it was not in 
that state when it arrived. An editor 
always has a clear picture of before- 
and-after-editing states. Many an 
authi r regards the effectively edited 
manuscript as an exact copy of the 
original text. In a bizarre sort of 
way, that kind of authorial miscon¬ 
ception is an implicit compliment to 
the editor who, having done his or 
her job well, is everywhere present 
but nowhere visible in the text. 

And regarding the use of says 
and said with dialogue: Using the 
present tense to establish the narra¬ 
tive frame in which to report [past] 
direct discourse is a splendid exam¬ 
ple of the direct influence of street- 
speak on the written language. On 
the street, of course, the present 
tense reigns supreme. There, depth 
in time, established by an effective 
use of verb tenses, is virtually 
unheard of. An unsophisticated use 
of the you-are-there present tense 
(“I says to this guy you’re wrong and 
he says you’re wrong and the next 
thing you know he punches me and 
we go at it”) reigns. 

1 always look forward to the 
arrival of The Editorial Eye. Three 
cheers for the human mind. 


From a reader who asked to remain 
anonymous in the interest of main¬ 
taining professional ties with others 
in the same editing community: 

e the On the Job column in 
your March issue, I have a 
horror story to share. I took 
the five steps recommended before 
leaving my job as editor at an envi¬ 
ronmental consulting company. In 
the end I couldn’t tolerate the irony 
(and hypocrisy) of being urged to 
work as a team when the corporate 
culture forced us to be anything but 
that. 

The manager of my group 
routinely played favorites; nitpick¬ 
ing the work of those who were not 
in the inner circle was just one divi¬ 
sive technique for destroying the 
team. When any lapses whatsoever, 
however understandable, by the rest 
of the team are seen as opportuni¬ 
ties for advancement by the select 
few, that’s a toxic environment. 

A company that fails to recognize 
that its management not only allows 
but rewards backstabbing deserves 
to lose its workforce, mid eventually 
it will. 

You’re probably thinking para¬ 
noia sure runs to absurd heights 
witn this reader, but after nearly a 
year away from that company I still 
have not managed to shake it off. 

My hope is that upper management 
will read your article on toxic man¬ 
agers and realize that profound 
changes must be made for the sake 
of the hapless editors who still work 
there. Thank you for providing 
us with a forum for venting our

In accordance with youi request at the conclusion of the meeting on May 23, 
2000 between the Federal Bureau of Prisons and consulting parties to 
consider the adverse effects of the construction of the proposed U. S. 
Penitentiary in Canaan Township, Wayne County, PA, the Carbondale 
Historical Society and its affiliate, the D&H Transportation Museum and 
Research Center, have established the following list of possible remedies 
which, if the proposed penitentiary is constructed, will mitigate, in part, the 
irreparable damage that will invariably be wrought to the roadbed of the 
Honesale branch of the D&H Railroad between Farview and Waymart: 

• Research, write, and publish a comprehensive monograph on the 
D&H Gravity Railroad and Canal and the Honesdale branch of the 
D&H Railroad. This would be done by and under the direction of S. 
Robert Powell, president of the Carbondale Historical Society. Estimated 
cost: $50,000. 

• Produce a complete video documentation of the extant roadbed of 
the Honesdale branch of the Delaware and Hudson Railroad between 
Carbondale and Honesdale. Historical text, direction, and narration for 
this documentary will be provided by the Carbondale Historical Society 
and a consortium of historical societies and organizations. Estimated 
cost: $7,500.

• Stabilize and restore the only extant D&H Gravity Railroad 
combination freight/passenger car, which is now in the collection of 
Carbondale Historical Society. Phase 1: Construct concrete platform on 
which to place car and erect protective canopy and shell around railroad 
car.

The Carbondale Historical Society anc its aTiliate, the D&H Transportation 
Museum, are now actively engaged in preserving, interpreting, and 
presenting to the public the history of the Delaware and Hudson Gravity 
Railroad and Canal and the Honesdale branch of the D&H. 

The significance of the D&H rail system between Carbondale and 
Honesdale in the technological, cultural, economic, and social history of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the region can not be overstated. During 
the 102 years of their operation, tens of millions of tons of anthracite coal 
and other goods were shipped to market over this rail line. 

From the very beginning, the D&H prospered. And because the D&H 
prospered, the entire region served by the railroad prospered In addition, the 
industrial development of the city of New York and portions of southern 
New England, beginning in the third decade of the nineteenth century, was 
fueled, literally, and, therefore, made possible by the anthracite coal that was

The state will supply a lot of 
the money for a railroad museum 
dedicated to the Delaware & Hud¬ 
son Railroad and a historic site 
that will show a slice of the life of 
a coal mine; 

The State Transportation 
Commission approved a $50,000 
grant Thursday for the Carbon-- 
dale Historical Society’s plans for 
the railroad museum and a $52,- 
000 grant toward Archbald’s 
plans to acquire coal mine-re¬ 
lated buildings for the historic 
site. 

It also approved a $275,000 
grant for Historic Preservation 
Group Inc. to help restore the for¬ 
mer Central Railroad of New Jer¬ 
sey freight station' on Lacka¬ 
wanna Avenue in Scranton. 

Businessman Jerry Donahue 
plans to convert the station into a 
restaurant and office space. 

Historical society President S. 
Robert Powell said the grant is 
wonderful news, even if it is orly 
about half what it requested! The 
D&H Transpohatlbn Research 
Center will be in two rooms of 
the society’s museum on the 
third floor of Carbondale City 
Hall, Dr. Powdll said.' 

The rooms currently store Ihe 
museum’s collection of hundreds 
of documents and artifacts from 
the D&H. The money will be used 
to renovate the rooms and set up

Gene Hubbard called the meeting to order announcing that there are 76 days until fair week. 

The minutes were reviewed and accepted with the following corrections: Fifth paragraph of the 
May 19 livestock meeting minutes should read - The clip board will be placed on the sheep office 
door. On the second page the third paragraph should read “Health rules for llamas-no 
requirement as long as the animals are within the state." A motion was made and seconded that 
the minutes be approved as corrected. 

The Financial Report was reviewed and accepted as presented. 

Communications- A thank you note from the Ken Jesse Family for the plant and flowers sent 
to Eleanor after Ken's death. A letter from the Frencli Azilum Inc. Visitor Center Project was 
noted. They requested donations to this project. An announcement of April Beeman's marriage 
was read. Congratulations were given to Bill & Ginny. Gene mentioned that it was Joe & 
Cheryl's Anniversary. 

State President-Ken Adams reported on his last meeting. Many fairs are not incorporated and 
many do not file Form 990. He also noted that the Charity Bureau rulings are being checked 
into. Hopefully the fairs will be exempt. Ken has met with his committees and we will have one 
more day of Convention this year in order to include the seminars and round table discussions 
needed. We do noWiave to attend all of the days. This extra day will allow everyone to go to all 
of the discussions with no conflictions.

She will be on the fair grounds in the 
morning and again in the late afternoon. A clip board will be on the sheep office door. Dr. Kipps 
stated she is there to help and was commended for the coverage she gave last summer. 
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Good Housekeeping Awards will be something useful this year. All superintendents are to see 
Phyllis after the meeting. 

The Queen Committee noted that Susan Gesford writes for the Independent. She would like to 
write an article on the fair queen program and put it in the edition of Summer Time. Ginny will 
see that she has the information. Entries were discussed. JoEllen Himka would like to have an 
application and also a demo application. 

July 4th Parade - We will have two units in the parade, both will be horse drawn carriages 
brought by Bruce Conklin. We will need to be at Andres to decorate by 9:30. One carriage is for 
the Queen and Alternate, the second carriage for the Directors. Golf shirts will be ordered for the 
Directors. Usually the day of the parade is very hot and the jackets are too warm. Jerry asked 
about handing out brochures along the parade route. He will need people to walk and work with 
him. 

Executive Committee Report - We needed materials for the shuttle bus stops in the parking 
lots.

Sponsorship Report- Maralyn Scott noted she has 4 new golf carts coming for use during the 
fair. Land of Lakes will sponsor the butter sculpture unit which will be on the ground Monday, 
through Wednesday of the fair. Cheryl Decker asked for all Land of Lakes butter cartons to be 
given to her Maralyn has 4 to B new benches coming . She was asking for donations toward 
flags which will be placed at the top of the bleachers as well as along the main roadway The 
cost is $14 each. 

The meeting was adjourned. 

A Directors Meeting followed. Matt Ryan requested to bring in a craft unit on his space. Frank

Harford was founded in 1790 by nine partners 
who came from Attleborough, Mass., looking Ini- 
fresh farmlands. These men purchased a tract of 
land 4 miles long and one mile wide at $ 1.33 per 
acre. They divided the land and soon began the 
trek through the wilderness to bring their families 
here and settle. They named this hamlet Nine 
Partners, which remained until the town was later 
incorporated as Harford. 

The nen had brought with them their 
strong New England Puritan upbringing and val¬ 
ues, and this is much in evidence, not just in the 
origins of the fair, but also in the architecture of 
the church still standing in the village. The build¬ 
ing was erected in 1800 and resembles many of 
those found in the New England area. The origi¬ 
nal village cemetery contains six of the Harford 
founders and their families, as well as one veter 
an of the French and Indian War and eight from 
the American Revolution. 

In 1865, Harford was home to an Orphans 
School for Civil War veterans’ orphans, one of 
only 44 such institutions in the state. Of the origi 
nal 12 buildings on the campus where up to 200 
children lived and studied, you can visit the one 
remaining. The Harford Historical Society hosts 
a number of events throughout the year at the 
site, including a picnic in the summertime to 
honor the descendants of students who attended 
the school.

Flying Tippler History 

In the course of the past two decades, I have assembled what I believe to be an 
important collection of papers that relate to Flying Tipplers, in general, and to the Flying 
Tippler Association of America, in particular. For six of those years, it was my pleasure 
to serve the FTA as an official: 1989: Publicity Director and Central Timer; 1990, Acting 
Secretary; and 1991-1994, Secretary. 

In order to make all of my Hying Tippler papers easier to use and, at the same 
time, to preserve them and the important history they contain, I arranged these Flying 
Tippler papers in more or less chronological order and had them microfilmed (28 
microfiche cards). In total, there are 1,947 pages of Hying Tippler history on these 
microfiche cards. 

There is a great deal of information in these papers about the Hying Tippler sport, 
including the complete texts of the four American "Tippler Specials," complete sets of the 
Bulletins of the Hying Tippler Association of America for over 24 years, and facsimiles 
of several important and out-of-print monographs on Hying Tipplers. This may well be 
one of the largest and most complete collections of papers in existence on Hying Tipplers 
in the United States. 

Included in these papers is a wide range of Hying Tippler materials that were lent, 
made available, or given to me by Stanley Ogozalek (23 Orchard Street, Keyport, NJ 
07735), Tom Murphy (11324 Country Club Road, Waynesboro, PA 17268), R. Omer 
Ogren (Route 1, Box 155, Dike, TX 75437) and Frank O'Neil (1826 South Talbot Road, 
Oldcastle, Ontario, Canada N0R-1L0). My sincere thanks to each of them for their 
enlightened generosity and thoughtfulness in making available resources in their 
collections. 

When I had these papers microfilmed, I did so for my private and exclusive use. It 
occurs to me new, however, that there may be others in the Hying Tippler sport who 
would like to have a copy of the microfilm edition of these Hying Tippler papers. If you 
would like to have a copy, I can provide you with one for $20. To read and/or do research 
in these Hying Tippler papers, go to your local public library and use the microfiche 
reader there.

Second Annual Griswold Open 

August 19, 2000 

The Homestead Golf Course, site of today's Second Annual Griswold Open, 
is located on Route 106, three miles west of Carbondale. It was designed and 
constructed by Walter Silas Powell (01-12-1913-04-20-1994) and Russell 
Thomas Powell (07-22-1946-01-02-1985), son of Walter and Helen (Russell) 
Powell. 

The Homestead Golf Course is situated on the James and Margaret 
(Gillespie) Russell homestead, which was established in 1841 and which has 
been in the family ever since. In the late 1980s, through the efforts of S. 
Robert Powell, son of Walter and Helen Powell, the Russell Homestead was 
officially recognized by the commonwealth of Pennsylvania as a Century 
Farm. 

The Homestead Golf Course opened on May 20, 1962. It was operated by 
Walter and Helen Powell and Russell Powell until 1987, when it was closed. 
For the period 1962-1972, there were 9 holes; 1973-1974, 14 holes; 1975 
on, 18 holes. 

On April 27, 1998, Donald W. Powell, son of Walter and Helen Powell, and 
Donald's son, Donald, reopened the Homestead Golf Course. They continue 
to operate the course. 

The inaugural Griswold Open took place at the Homested Golf Course on 
August 10,1999. The winner of the inaugural Griswold Open was Donald W. 
Powell II. 

It is fitting that the annual Griswold Open should take place on a golf course 
with direct Griswold connections. 



| The Ann Landers column in 
this paper last Saturday in¬ 
cluded a letter from an ex-GI 
who served in World War II on 
Morotai, an island in the South 
Pacific.

She was not a star like 
Doris Day but she sang on the 
Fred Allen radio show and that 
was her claim to fame. 

"We sat in our ponchos and 
helmet liners, reasonably dry 
and comfortable, and watched 
and listened to Miss Murray. 

"She was wearing a flimsy 
evening dress that was soaking 
wet. Her hair fell down in 
straight strings, dripping rain. 
As she held onto the micro¬ 
phone, lightning streaked across 
the black, tropical sky. Standing 
alone, high on the stage, she 
made an ideal lightning rod. Yet, 
she continued. The guys loved 
her She came back for several 
encores. She was magnificent. 

“I have lots of memories of 
World War n, some good and 
some bad, and that performance 
by Wynn Murray is definitely 
one of the best.” 

Too late to say thanks 

The writer concluded by say¬ 
ing he would like to write to the 
singer and express his thanks 
for what she did for the GIs that 
day on a tiny island in the Pa¬ 
cific. 

I have sad news for “W.D. 
and will pass it on to him via 
Ann Landers. That singer in the 
USO troupe, a native of Carbon- 
dale who grew up in Scranton, 
died at 36 of a heart attack on 
Feb. 6,1957, at her home at Fort

Winifred Murray, who short¬ 
ened her name to “Wynn" when 
she became a singing star on 
Broadway, gave up her soaring 
career to serve four years with 
the USO during World War II. 

I did a little detective work 
and found Wynn's younger sis¬ 
ter, Ann Marie Murray, now 
Mrs. James Henning, of 202 Far- 
view St., Carbondale, and she 
provided me with more informa¬ 
tion on her sister’s career. 

She told me that when Wynn 
was singing for American serv¬ 
icemen in Hilandia, New 
Guinea, Japanese planes at¬ 
tacked and she almost lost her 
life. 

Nearly killed In airraid 

When the attack began, Wynn 
was on stage with the Roxyettes 
— a dancing troupe akin to the 
Radio City Music Hall's Rocket- 
tes. Two of the dancers were 
killed but a soldier threw him¬ 
self atop Wynn and he was 
killed. However, a piece of 
shrapnel cut off a bit of her ear 
-- an injury that years later 
made her tone-deaf, a tragic 
thing for a singer. 

As a result of being wounded 
during combat, Wynn was one of 
the few civilians to win a Purple 
Heart Medal in World War II. 

Bom in Carbondale, the 
daughter of the late Joseph and 
Alice Nevins Murray, she at¬ 
tended St. Rose School in that 
city. Later, when her parents 
moved to Scranton, she attended 
St. Cecelia's Academy. 

Left Scranton at 16 

Wynn was blessed with a 
great singing voice and beautiful 
blond hair. A talent scout took 
her to New York at 16 for a radio 
audition. She performed on the 
Major Boles Amateur Hour and 
won. 

Later, Broadway producers 
Lorenz Hart and Richard Rodg¬ 
ers put her in “Babes in Arms,” 
in which she sang “Where or 
When," which is still a classic. 
After that she appeared in the 
Olson and Johnson productions 
of “Hellzapoppin" and “Sons of 
Fun." She also starred in “The 
Boys from Syracuse" and sev¬ 


eral other Broadway plays, in 
addition, she became a radio 
star,’Performing with Bing 
Crosby on the Kraft Music Hall 
and on other shows. 

Patriotism caused her to sign 
up with (he USO in World War 
n. In addition to the South Pa¬ 
cific, she toured in Europe and 
other theaters of operation. 

Re-enlisted with USO 

After the war she was virtu¬ 
ally forgotten, so she signed up 
again with the USO. While en¬ 
tertaining American troops in 
Germany, she met and married 
Army Major William A. Rau and 
they had three daughters. Only 
occasionally did she perform. In 
1957, she headlined a vaudeville 
show at the Capitpl Theater in 
Scranton. In the same period, 
she appeared on the Ed Sullivan 
television show. 1 

Then came her fatal heart at¬ 
tack and her burial at Arlington 
National Cemetery in Virginia. 
For a time, her children stayed 
with the Henning couple in Car¬ 
bondale, and two — Kathleen 
Rosier and Mary Russo — now 
are widows there, while the 
third, Alice Rau, is a podiatrist

in Germany. 

Mr. Rau died a few years ago 
and is buried with Wynn at Ar¬ 
lington. 

While Wynn has been lead 47 
years, it’s nice to know that 
World War II veterans, such as 
“W.D. of Beaumont, Texas," re¬ 
member her for lifting their mo¬ 
rale when they needed it the 
most.

Mayor Joseph Vadella’s portrait added 
to walls of mayors in Council Chambers

The Carbondale Historical 
Society unveiled the portraits 
of three city mayors on Sunday 
afternoon, May 28, including 
former mayor Joseph Vadella. 

Historical Society president 
S. Robert Powell told the crowd 
who attended the unveiling 
that the first exhibition of 
mayor portraits was held in 
1901. He said the event waB 
held in conjunction with the 
city’s 50th anniversary celebra¬ 
tion, when there was “a great 
burst of civic enthusiasm.” 

He stated that a second one, 
organized by Rebecca Colville, 
was held fifty years later in 
1951 for the city’s centennial 
celebration. Indicating the 
portraits currently hanging in 
Council Chambers of City Hall, 
he noted, “Many of these are 
from that time.” 

Powell said several portraits 
from the Rebecca Colville Ex¬ 
hibition “mysteriously disap¬ 
peared” over the years, explain¬ 
ing that people probably stole 
them for the frames. 

“The lovely portraits that 
were in them, which are the 
real treasure, were probably 
discarded,” he offered. Its a 
very regrettable loss.” 

He said the Historical 
Society has been adding 
portraits to the collection every 
few months using photographic 
enlargements and newspaper 
line drawings. 

“We are especially pleased to 
unveil Mayor Vadella’s portrait 
because of his connection to 
this building," Powell stated.

“During the Vadella ad¬ 
ministration, the clock began 
working again. That’s a very 
meaningful thing for the His¬ 
torical Society.” 

He noted that the Dunfee 
Family had donated the clock 
to the city with the stipulation 
that the family be paid one dol¬ 
lar a day for every day that the 

>ck wasn’t working, and the 
clock was inoperative for 
decades. About 20 years ago, he 
recounted that Paul Starzer 
published an April Fool’s Day 
edition of the Carbondale News 
featuring a front-page altered 
photograph of City Hall with 
the tower falling off it. 

“I was living outside of town 
at the time and that issue had 
a strong impact on me per¬ 
sonally as well as causing quite 
a stir locally,” he recalled. “I 
remember thinking that this 
was such a beautiful building 
and I felt we couldn’t lose City 
Hall.” 

Powell stated that a citizens 
group was formed to save the 
building and get the clock 
working again, something 


which he said was very sym¬ 
bolic to everyone involved in 
the campaign. During that 
time, he said one of the mem¬ 
bers would climb to the top of 
City Hall every year and ring 
the clock bell as a testament to 
the group’s dedication to their 
cause. 

“We raised $20,000 virtually 
rattling tin cans on the street 
corners to get a matching grant 
and get a roof on the building," 
he related, “and we’re very 
proud today that this building 
is still standing.” 

“We’re very grateful to Joe 
and [his wife] Ann for their 
help in getting the clock work¬ 
ing again,” he added. 

Vadella told the crowd that it 
was initially Historical Society 
treasurer Joseph Pascoe, as his 
Social Studies teacher at Car¬ 
bondale Aren High School, who 
got him interested in the city 
and local government. 

“I guess it was just inevitable 
that one day I was going to try 
to bring back some of the luster 
to the city," Vadella commen¬ 


ted, stating that he hopes the 
Historical Society continues to 
grow and complimenting it for 
collecting and preserving the 
mayor portraits. “I’m really, 
really proud of what they did 
here. It's something else.” 

The Historical Society also 
unveiled ' the portraits of 
Mayors Kilpatrick and O’Neill. 
Powell stated that Kilpatrick 
served in office from 1898 to 
1902 and was mayor during the 
city’s Golden Jubilee in 1901 
when an amazing 75,000 
people attended Carbondale’s 
week-long 50th birthday bash. 
He said O’Neill served from 
1895 to 1898 and then again 
from 1902 to 1905. He noted 
that the Society could not find 
either of their descendants for 
the unveiling ceremony. 

Powell stated that the mayor 
portraits project has been “con¬ 
ceived, directed by and inspired 
by Mr. Pascoe, who has done a 
wonderful job.” He said the 
next set of portraits will be un¬ 
veiled at City Hall in October. 






Local historian, civic leader S. Robert P owe ft 
to recount Martha Stewart’s visit to pick bird

good name for an up¬ 
coming presentation 
at the Carbondale 
Public Library might 
be — 

Birds of a Feather 
Flock Together. 
The subject of the 
talk by local histo¬ 
rian S. Robert Powell 
refers back a few years to a visit by 
“Living” legend Martha Stewart. 
Flocks of Ms. Stewart’s fans and fol¬ 
lowers know that among her many in¬ 
terests is an obsession with the avian 
world. 

That obsession brought them to¬ 
gether in 1997 with their fine feath¬ 
ered friends, a result of Mr. Powell’s 
life-long interest in fowl play. 


"I grew up on a farm in Fell Twp," Mr. Powell explains. "My 
father had a large flock of laying hens and raised several 
hundred turkeys every year for the Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas markets. We also had dairy cattle and many other ani¬ 
mals. But the birds always interested me the most." 

On the farm, Mr. Powell and his brothers raised chickens, 
peafowl, exhibition pigeons, ducks, geese and a wide variety of 
cage birds, including canaries, cockatiels and finches. They 
entered them in shows at area fairs, such as the Harford Fair 
and the Wayne County Fair. When they were teenagers, the 
high quality of their birds led them to larger private shows in 
other eastern states, where they won many blue ribbons and 
trophies. 

Mr. Powell left the farm for several years for aa job in 
corporate finance at a Wall Street investment banking firm. 
After resigning that job about 15 years ago, he returned to 
Northeastern Pennsylvania, where he began raising a flock of 
poultry and became a member of the Central Pennsylvania 
Avian Club (CPAC). 

"The CPAC is a group of exhibition poultry breeders and ex¬ 
hibitors with its headquarters in Bloomsburg," Powell says. 
"Every year, the CPAC sponsors two private poultry shows, one 
in the spring and one in the fall. The quality of the birds at 
private shows is always very high and a win at such a show is a 
real honor." 

In 1996, Mr. Powell suggested that a nationally known celeb¬ 
rity associated with poultry be invited to the spring 1997 
Bloomsburg exhibition to attract some recognition. A fan of 
Martha Stewart, Powell knew that she is not only a chicken 
breeder, but also features her birds and their eggs in her nu¬ 
merous enterprises, such as cookbooks, her magazine "Martha 
Stewart Living," and on her weekly t.v, program. 

"More than one of my colleagues looked at me like I was 
crazy," Mr. Powell recalls, "but 1 wrote her a letter inviting her 
to the exhibition as a judge and to select the most beautiful bird 
in the show." 


Ms. Stewart accepted Powell’s invitation, and he met her at 6 
a.m. at the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton Airport on May 3, 1997, the 
day of the show. 

"The 90-minute ride from the airport to Bloomsburg, and the 
ride back at the end of the day were memorable, to say the 
least," Mr. Powell says. "She is highly intelligent, focused, ar¬ 
ticulate and charming. We talked about everything from 
exhibition poultry to Egyptian architecture to astronomy to 
nineteenth century literature to formal gardens. With her quick 
and vast retention of information, it's easy to understand whey 
she's the success she is." 

Footage that the "Martha Stewart Living" film crew shot at 
the exhibition as she picked the most beautiful bird was later 
edited into a 30-minute television program broadcast on 
"Martha Stewait Living” on September 18, 1997. It was so 
popular, that it was re-broadcast two more times. 

Mr. Powell will share his recollections of his day with Martha 
Stewart during a 45-mintue program at the Carbondale Public 
Library on Wednesday, July 12, at 7 p.m. Mr. Powell is a 
familiar local spokesman, having served on the library Board of 
Directors since 1983 and as president of the Carbondale Histori¬ 
cal Society. He is also a poultry superintendent at the annual 
Harford Fair, is licensed by the American Poultry Association to 
judge poultry in exhibitions in eastern states, and is recognized 
by the association as a master breeder and grand master 
exhibitor of standard Partridge Plymouth Rocks. 

"I have over 200 birds now, which includes a dozen different 
kinds of chickens, Narragansett and White Holland turkeys, 
guinea fowl, muscovy ducks, and mute swans," Mr Powell says. 
His brother Donald, who owns the Homestead Golf Course in 
Fell Twp., raises peafowl and reversewing pouters. 

(By the way, Ms. Stewart picked a White Crested Blue Polish 
bantam hen as the most beautiful bird at the show. It will be 
interesting to see how S. Robert Powell explains a bird with six 
names plus an ethnic background, and Martha Stewart, in just 
45 minutes.)
